Circular Pipeline Suggested 
A PWA project of laying a semi­ 
circular line extending tentatively 
from East End out Park way to 
Thompson ave., Along the Smiths 
Ferry rd. to Calcutta, across the 
Calcutta substation rd. to the old 
Y. and O. railroad line and Glen­ 
moor and back into town on the 
Lisbon and Campground rds. was 
backed by the group. 
"We are not taking full advant­ 
age of a stream of water worth mil­ 
lions of dollars,” Mayor Lee Copen- 
haver said, advocating extended 
use of the waterworks plant to 
pips and pump water into outlying 
regions and encourage building in 
"greater East Liverpool.” 
"A network to the north” of wa­

subversive 
influences 
has always been a great sport in 
Washington although he would be 
a foolish lout 
who thought 
the 
huntsmen were not serious about 
it. 
Perhaps the most famous recent 
hunt was conducted by Rep. Ham­ 
ilton Fish of New York. For days 
on end Mr. Fish had the country’s 
headlines to himself as he conduct­ 
ed. in the pre-Roosevelt days, 
a 
chase of Communists. That occur­ 
red in the day* when thia country 
had not formally recognized Rus­ 
sia and was under no restraints 
to be polite. 
Besides, the Russian 
gavemment at that time (and some 
will say yet) was committed to the 
international revolution.

But Modern Bicyclists Fail To Take 


. 
Advantage Of Opportunities To Clip 


Pedestrians, Old-Timer Says 


By DAMON RUNYON 


U 
jE were crossing Fifth ave. one pleasant early 
evening last week when a swarm of bicyclists 
came swooping down on us out of the motor traffic. 
There must have been a dozen of them and they were 
riding two by two and we could see from the way 
they maneuvered that they thought they had a 
sucker pedestrian to deal with. 
The first pair sort of feinted at us, probably try­ 
ing to make us stop suddenly so the next pair 
could get us, but Instead of stopping we began 
jumping first this way and that in little short jumps 
and that confused their aim and caused their front 
wheels to wobble so that it threw the whole attack 
out of alignment. 
In fact, the third pair almost took a joint header 
because of the wobbling ahead of them and the 
whole mob gave us mighty black looks as we reached 
the sidewalk and safety and stood there giving them 
the razz. If they had stopped and consulted with 
us we would have explained to them that the first 
principle of pedestrian-hunting on bicycles is to be 
sure you pick the right pedestrian. 
W e would have shown them where this new gen­ 
eration of bicycle riders in New York City, the 
greatest in number ainee the advent of the automo­ 
bile, knows little or nothing of the fine points of 
nailing a pedestrian and thus is missing one of the 
greatest sports of bicycle riding in city streets. 
U 


tE happen to be an old-time bicyclist and have 
probably forgotten more about clipping pedes­ 
trians than these hew fellows will ever learn, though 
they have the greatest natural hunting ground for 
pedestrians in Fifth ave. and other New York thor­ 
oughfares that we have ever seen. 
Now you take those fellows on Fifth ave. the 
other night. In the first place their alignment was 
all wrong. They should have had a couple of scouts 
out ahead of the main column with flankers on eithep 
side of the column itself. 
The idea Is that the scouts stir up the pedestrian 
and get him to fluttering so that even if the scout* 
miss him he should fall easy victims to the main 
body. If it happens that he is an extremely agile 
pedestrian and eludes both the scouts and the main 
column, the flankers should be able to get him be­ 
fore he reaches the cover of the sidewalk. 
In passing we wish to state that in our bicycling 
day we did not bother with female pedestrians ex­ 
cept occasionally to get one to bouncing indignantly 
just for a laugh. We were sportsmen in those day* 
and we developed pedestrian-hunting into an art. 
Some of us could bring them down with neat pedal 
side swipes without losing our balance. 
W e never considered it any trick to get a pedes­ 
trian head-on. That way is not only crude but you 
run the risk of puncturing your front tire on the 
pedestrian’s shin bones. In our time the highest 
scores were always awarded to those who got the 
most pedestrians with the least damage to the bicy­ 
cle. 
The automobilists came along and soon monopo­ 
lized the pastime of pedestrian-hunting to such an 
extent that bicycling almost died out entirely. Now 
that the bicycle has come back around New York 
City to an astonishing degree, we note that the auto­ 
mobilists are getting sore. They still want to have 
all the fun themselves.'

W e Just resigned ourselves to the matter, fig­ 
uring that the automobile was an improved method 
of getting the pedestrians like the breechloading 
shotgun was an improvement over the old muzzle- 
loader and feeling that improvement should always 
prevail. 
We presume the comeback of the bicycle is as yet 
too recent for the bicyclists to get together and bat­ 
tle the automobilists, but we koow that some of the 
rules of the road suggested by the safety council 
in the interests of the selfish automobilists would 
have irked us old timers no little. 
One of them says that the bicyclists should use 
both hands and feet. That would have deprived us 
of one of the swellest stunts in our repertoire. We 
used to use it to dazzle the ladies, leaving them com­ 
pletely breathless as we sped by them at a frightful 
rate on our steel steed, both hands off the handle 
bar and both legs stuck out at sharp angles free 
of the pedals We shudder even now thinking of our 
daring. 
Of course, this was strictly an exhibition stunt 
aud of no great practical value in the pedestrian 
pursuit we have been talking about and which re­ 
quires considerable accuracy. It is true that we 
once got a pedestrian while performing our feat, 
but it turned out he was slightly under the influ­ 
ence and was getting ready to lie down in the street 
anyway, thinking he was home, so we never got 
credit for him.

In accepting the post, Johnston 
pointed out that previously there 
had been no group to speak for the 
Industry In 
obtaining legislation 
and working for new markets and 
uses. 
“There Is no one in Washington 
accredited and authorized to speak 
for cotton,” Johnston said. “There 
has been no concentration of ef 
fort In behalf of cotton producers 
WTien 
legislation 
affecting them 
comes up in congress, legislators 
have no one to consult to get the 
real views of the producers.” 
Johnston said the council would 
perform that function. The organ 
tzation, he said, will have national 
headquarters in Washington, state 
organizations in cotton producing 
sections, country sub-divisions and 
community groups. 
Not Confined To Legislation 
“When we do this we will have 
the voice that we need so badly 
not only in legislation but in other 
affairs. The voice of cotton bas 
been as soft as Its lint and as low 
as 
its 
price. 
We 
must 
speak 
through a magnavoz if we are to 
be heard.” 
Johnston Is former head of the 
cotton division of the Agricultural 
Adjustment Administration. 
He said lack of foreign markets 
was the most serious problem fac- 
ing cotton farmers and added that 
the crop would stage a comeback 
“only through the development of 
reciprocal trade relations by which 
consumers 
of each 
nation 
may 
freely trade upon an economically 
sound basis.” 
The 
cotton 
council, 
he 
said, 
will serve as the voice of the cot­ 
ton farmers. It will urge congress 
to continue the reciprocal trade 
policy and will oppose tariff walls 
“which thwart trade.”
